On Satwrday che &f of February, Anne 1640. 
(and Satwrday's have been ofren obſerved tobe

- Whileſt thefe things had happened , the Se- 
cretary Vaſconſellos was in the Chambers of | his 
Office ( upon ſome reaſons he had by rhe Diſ- 
contents of the people , to ſuſpe& an Inſurre- 
ion) at thar inſtanr writing into Sparr, of rhe 
Alienation of the mindes of the Nobility from 
the Spaniſh Government, and earneftly preſſing 
that ſome rigorous Reſolution mighr be taken to - 
prevent it ; which Letters afcerwards taken,did 
uffictently' demonſirace his ill will ro the Por- 
tugneſe Nation,

@ Hat part of the Dominions of the King 
of Portugal, which are upan the Con- 
rinent of Eurpe,contain firſt the king- 
Bev dom of Portugal , and ſecondly the 
kingdom of Algarve, or Regntm Algarbiorum. 
| The kingdom of Portugal is bounded on the 
North , with the Rivers Minioand Avia, which 
part .it from Gallicia; on the South, with the 
kingdom of Algarve; on the V Veſt , with the 
4tlentick Ocean; and on the Faſt, with'the 
two Caftiles and Eftramadura , from which it is 
deduced by a Linedrawn from Ribadonia, ſtand- 
ing on the Ayiz to Badayox, onthe Anas or Gua- 
dians , it extendeth on the Sea-coaſt from 
North to South, for hundred miles;the breadth 
of itinthe broadeſt place is one hundred miles, 
in the narroweſt, eighty ; the whole circumfe- 
rence is abour eight hundred ſeventy nine miles, 
in which compaſs it' containeth fourteen hun- 
dred and 6»ty.
